MEMORANDUM. 

The results of the collection of fishery statistics for England and Wales 
during the year 1899 are given in the annexed Tables, that being the fourteenth 
year during which the statistics have been collected for the whole twelve 
months, the collection itself having been commenced in the spring of 1885. 

To the Tables for England and Wales are added Tables for Scotland and 
for Ireland, as well as Tables relating to the quantity of fish carried by 
railway, in continuation of the returns published for many years. In addition to 
the above, Tables are also given relating to certain Foreign and Colonial fishery 
statistics, but the main figures relate to the fishery statistics of England and 
Wales alone. With regard to the method of collection the particulars are 
obtained, generally speaking, through the officers of Coast-Guard employed 
at the different stations, the exceptions being in the case of the more important 
ports, where special officers are appointed. The returns as to the quantity 
and value of fish landed on the coasts of England and Wales are made by 
the various officers, and an abstract of the results is published each 
month by the Board of Trade, the figures now given being compiled 
from the* monthly returns, revised and corrected up to the latest date. 
And here it should be remarked that the values throughout the Tables, 
as well as the average prices stated, are those taken at the time of landing, 
and for comparative purposes may be taken to be fairly accurate. 

The statistics are those of fish first landed on the coasts of England and 
Wales, that is of fish landed direct from the fishing grounds, excluding all 
fish imported from abroad, as well as all fish that has been previously 
landed elsewhere in the United Kingdom, and it is now proposed to review 
in detail the principal features of the returns of fish landed in the year 
1899, the introductory remarks as in previous numbers following, as far as 
practicable, the same order as that in which the Tables in the Appendix 
are arranged; it has, however, been found necessary occasionally to introduce 
comparisons on some points, by reference to former reports, where there 
.are no comparative Tables in the Appendix. 

The following statement shows the quantity and value of the fish landed 
-on the coasts of England and Wales during the years 1897, 1898 and 1899:-

From the above statement it appears that although there have been fluctua- 
tions, yet, on the whole, there has been a steady increase both in the quantities 
landed and in the value thereof at the point of landing. Thus in the first 
three years of the period named, that is to say from 1889 to 1891 inclusive, 
the average value, including shell fish, was 6,620,000/., the average quantity 
(exclusive of shell fish) being 12,551,000 cwts., whilst during the last three 
years of the period, 1897 to 1899 inclusive, the average value amounted to 
8,608,000/., the average quantity for the period being 14,844,000 cwts. It 
will also be seen that, comparing the two above-named periods, the quantities 
landed have increased on the average by about 2,293,000 cwts., and the 
total values, which as before stated include shell-fish, have likewise increased 
by about 1,988,000/., showing an increase of 18 per cent, as regards quantity, 
and 30 per cent, as regards value. 

Analysing the returns for the year 1899 in detail, it will be observed that 
in England and Wales ( see Table I. in the Appendix) the total figure was 

8.605.000 cwts. landed, valued at 6,342,000/. (exclusive of shell-fish), the 
leading items as regards weight "being, haddock 2,6467000 cwts., ail'd herrings 

2.239.000 cwts. ; these two kinds of fish alone making a total of 4,885,000 
cwts., or 56 per cent, of the total weight of fish landed. These fish, 
although so important as regards quantity, do not, however, account for 
anything like half the value, viz. : haddock, 1,643,000/. ; herrings, 799,000/., 
or 2,442,000/. in all, out of the total of 6,342,000/. Among the items where 
the quantity on the other hand is comparatively small but the value large, are 
soles, 569,000/. ; turbot, 260,000/. ; prime fish not separately distinguished, 
130,000/. ; the quantities being respectively only 79,000, 65,000, and 46,700 
cwts. Occupying an intermediate place both as regards quantity and value 
are plaice, 752,000 cwts., valued at 923,000/. ; cod, amounting to 565,000 cwts., 
valued at 413,000/. ; and mackerel, 449,000 cwts., of the value of 264,000/. 
The variations in some descriptions of fish in the last three years, as regards 
the relation of quantity and value, are of interest. They are shown in Table 
X. of the Appendix, and from these it will be seen that in England and 
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Wales haddock has slightly increased in quantity, viz., from 2,608,000 cwts, 
in 1898 to 2,646,000 cwts. in 1899, and also in value, from 1,525,000/. in 
1898 to 1,643,000/. in 1899. With regard to herrings, there has been a 
remarkable increase both in quantity and value, the weight of this fish 
returned as landed during the past year having increased from 1,832,000 
cwts. in 1898 to 2,239,000 cwts. in 1899, and the value, from 433,000/. in 
1898 to 799,000/. in 1899 ; indeed, it should be remarked that the quantity 
and value of herrings landed, which as it is well known vary more from year 
to year than that of any other fish, was larger in the year 1899 than in any 
year since the collection of fishery returns was commenced in 1885 (see state- 
ment at foot). # 

Mackerel shows an increase in the quantity landed from 384,000 cwts. in 
1898 to 449,000 cwts. in 1899, the value, however, showing a decrease from 
271,000/. in 1898 to 264,000/. in 1899. Hake shows a decrease both in 
quantity and value, the quantity landed in 1898 having been 278,000 cwts., 
and 228,000 cwts. in 1899, and the value 195,500/. in 1898 and 159,400/. in 
1899. The plaice landed during the year 1899 has increased both in 
quantity and in value, the quantities having been in 1898, 716,000 cwts. and 
in 1899 752,000 cwts., and the values respectively 874,000/. and 923,000/. 

As regards the more costly kinds of fish, it is to be observed that both the 
quantity and the value of the soles have slightly decreased, the quantities in 

1898 having been 83,000 CAvts. and in 1899 79,000 cwts., and the value in 1898 
591,000/. and in 1899 569,500/. As regards turbot also, there Avas a slight 
decrease, the quantities landed in 1898 having been 69,900 CAvts. and in 

1899 65,400 CAvts., and the A'alues respectively 270,000/. and 260,000/. 

The total results, Avliieh are stated on page 5, sIioav that there has been a 
considerable increase both in the quantity and in the value of the fish landed 
in England and Wales in 1899 as compared Avitli 1898, Avliieh latter year itself 
shoAved a slight increase over the amounts for 1897. 

The average values of the fish landed in the year 1899 shoAv in most cases 
some increase over the corresponding values of the previous year. 

As regards the average value of prime fish generally, there has been 
a slight decrease from 41. 17*. Ilf d. in 1898 to 41. 16*. 1 d. in 1899, although 
each distinct kind of prime fish Avitli the exception of brill has increased and 
not decreased in average value. The apparent discrepancy is explained by 
a falling off in the proportion of soles landed, AAdiicli are the dearest fisli 
in this class, Avliile there has been a corresponding increase in the landings 
of the cheaper fish “ not separately enumerated.” The average value of all 
kinds of fisli landed increased from 14*. 3*7. per cwt. in 1898 to 14*. 9 cl. per 
CAvt. in 1899. 

The following have been the chief fluctuations in value of the various 
sorts of fish, comparing the years 1899 and 1898 together : — 

The average value of soles has increased slightly from 71. 2*. 7 Id. to 
71. 4*. Id. per cwt, ; the same may be said of turbot, Avliieh has increased 
in value from 3/. 17*. 'Id. to 3/. 19*. 5 \d. ; haddock has increased from 
11*. 8 \d. to 12*. 5 d. per cwt.; cod from 14*. 1 \d. to 14*. did. ; whilst 
the value of herrings has risen considerably from 4*. 8f//. in 1898, when the

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value, it may be remarked, was extremely low, to 7s. 1 %d. per cwt. in 1899, 
when the value was unusually high ; on the other hand, hake has decreased in 
value from 14*. Id. in 1898 to 13*. lU 2 d. in 1899, and mackerel has also fallen 
in price from 14*. 1 jd. in 1898, to 11*. 9 d. per cwt. in 1899. The value of the 
plaice landed remains much the same as it was in 1898. 

In Scotland ( see Table XI.) there has been a decrease in the quantity and 
an increase in the value of the fish landed. This result is to be attributed 
almost entirely to the quantity and value of herrings landed ; indeed, 
herrings so largely preponderate in the Scottish fisheries that they in a great 
measure control the whole of the returns. 

The following statement shows the total quantity and value of the fish 
(exclusive of shell-fish) landed on the Scottish coasts in each of the years 
1897, 1898 and 1899, distinguishing the quantity and value of the herrings 
landed during the same period : —

Both the quantities and the values of herrings landed in Scotland in the 
last three years have fluctuated to a remarkable degree. In 1898 the quan- 
tity landed rose to the large figure of 4,704,000 cwts., whilst in 1899 it 
fell to 3,233,000 cwts., though this figure still exceeds that of 1897, a year in 
which the “ take ” was abnormally small. 

The only other descriptions of fish besides herrings which hold any 
importance in the Scottish sea fisheries returns are haddock and cod ; of the 
former, 785,000 cwts., valued at 478,000/., were landed in 1899, and 
749,000 cwts., valued at 427,000/., in 1898; whilst as regards cod, 515,000 
cwts. were landed in 1899, and 556,000 cwts. in 1898, valued respectively at 
224,000/. and 217,000/. 

As regards the average values of the Scottish fish, herrings fetched 
a higher price in 1899 than in 1898, the figures being 4*. -\d. per 
cwt. in 1898 and 7*. 1 d. in 1899 ; this rise in the value of herrings 
is very large ; but the price of herrings in England also shows an almost 
equal rise, namely, from 4*. 8f d. in 1898 to 7*. Iff/, in 1899. Cod rose 
in value from 7s. 9 \d. in 1898 to 8*. 8 \d. in 1899, whilst the value of the 
haddock landed increased from 11*. 5d. per cwt. in 1898 to 12*. 2 \d. in 1899. 

In Ireland (see Table XII. ) there has been a slight decrease both in the 
quantity and in the value of the fish landed. 

The following statement shows the total quantity and value of the fish 
(exclusive of shell-fish) returned as landed on the Irish coasts, in each of 
the years 1897, 1898 and 1899, distinguishing the quantity and value of 
mackerel landed during the same period : —

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It will be seen from the above that mackerel holds in the Irish returns 
much the same place that the herring doeskin the Scottish. The value of the 
mackerel landed, which in the year 1897 was 6a. per cwt., in 1898 
receded to 6s. -Id., the value in 1899 being 6s. -§d, although this figure still 
exceeds the average value of the year 1896, -when the mackerel landed only 
averaged 5s ofd. per cwt. The average value of the prime fish landed on 
the Irish coasts, which in the year 1898 was 31 . 10s. Id. per cwt., rose in the 
year 1899 to 31 . 15s. 9fd. per cwt., while at the same time the total average 
value of all the fish landed in Ireland increased from 5s. 9 |d. to 6s. 8Jd. 
per cwt. In the year 1897 the average value of prime fish was 31 . 6s. 2d. 
per cwt., and the average value of all fish landed, 6s. 8d. per cwt. 

The foregoing figures relate to the quantities and values of fish “ other than 
shell-fish.” With regard to shell-fish it appears from the statements given in 
Table X. that the total value landed in 1899 on the coasts of England and 
Wales is larger than that landed in 1898, the respective figures being 384,0007 
and 369,0001 ; in 1897 the value was 335,0007 There has beffn an increase 
in the number of oysters taken ; the number returned as landed in 1898 being 

35.809.000, and in 1899, 38,982,000, and the values respectively 122,000/. 
and 144,000/. Among other descriptions of shell-fish, lobsters show a 
decrease in number as w'ell as in value, the number in 1898 having been 

826.000, and 790,000 in 1899, the respective values being 36,000 /. and 33,000/. 
Crabs also show a decrease in number, from 5,628,000 to 4,918,000, while 
their value has also decreased from 68,000/. to 62,000/. In “ other shell- 
fish” there is a slight increase in quantity from 540,000 cwts. landed in 1898 
to 560,000 cwts. in 1899, the value also increasing from 143,000/. in 1898 
to 145,000/. in 1899. 

As regards Scotland and Ireland the amount of shell-fish landed is not large, 
the value having fluctuated diming the last three years between 77,000/. ami 
82,000/. in the former country, and 12, 000/. # and 14,000Z. # in the latter 
country. A large proportion of this total consists of lobsters, which were 
landed in Scotland, on an average, to the value of about 32,000/. a year, and 
in Ireland on an average to about the value of 8,000/. a year.^ The oysters 
landed in Scotland during the three years 1897 to 1899 average in value about 
1,700/. a year, and in Ireland (where the quantity landed in 1899 rose con- 
siderably) to about 1,000/. a year. 

The total value therefore of the Sea Fisheries of the United Kingdom m 
the year 1899, according to the foregoing figures, and exclusive of salmon, 
are as follows : —

It will always be understood, however, that all the foregoing figures are of 
landing values only. Nothing is included for the earnings of other fishing- 
industries connected with curing and like operations, or with the carriage of 
the fish to market, by which the value of the fish as landed is frequently much 

enhanced

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enhanced before it reaches even the wholesale markets. In comparing these 
figures with estimates of the value of the fishing industry of the United 
Kingdom in which other items are included, this difference in the basis 
should always be borne in mind, for if the value of the fish were to be taken 
at a later stage of the industry, the annual amount instead of being roughly 
speaking between nine and ten millions, might easily be put with no 
great inaccuracy at double that total. 

A comparative table is given (see Table XIII. in Appendix), showing the 
quantities and value of the fish landed at each of the principal ports in 
England and Wales during the last ten years, showing the various 
fluctuations in the fishing trade at each of those ports. Taking first the East 
Coast, it will be seen that Grimsby maintains its place as the most 
important fishing port, the amount returned as landed there in 1899 being 
93,453 tons. The next port in point of importance is Hull, where 62,000 
tons of fish were returned as landed during the past year, this being the 
largest amount ever landed at that place. Some way behind come Lowestoft 
with 50,000, and Yarmouth with 41,000 tons. The amount landed at London, 
viz., 55,776 tons, was almost precisely the same as it was in the year 1898, 
when the amount of fish landed was 55,977 tons ; but, though the amount 
landed at the port of London is still large, the figure was considerably 
exceeded by the amounts landed in the earlier years of this collection, viz., 
1886-7-8, in which years it averaged 64,000 tons. A table is subjoined 
showing the amount of fish landed in London during the last six years. 
With regard to the figures for 1899 it is to be observed that no water-borne 
fish was returned as landed at Shadwell after the month of August last.

On the South Coast the fluctuations in the amount of fish landed have not 
been large except in the case of Newlyn, which shows a considerable increase 
in 1899 as compared with the previous year, the amount of fish landed 
there during the past year exceeding 10,000 tons. Newlyn therefore has 
now become the most important fishing port on the South Coast, Plymouth 
coming next with slightly under 7,000 tons. On the West Coast the most 
important fishing ports are Neyland, Milford and Fleetwood. Neyland is 
dependent for its supply almost entirely on fish, chiefly mackerel and herring 
brought from the Irish Coasts, although not previously landed there. In 
the year 1899 the quantity of fish landed at Neyland was 7,700 tons, whilst 
in the previous year it was 9,500 tons. On the other hand the larger 
proportion of fish landed at Milford is trawl fish caught in St. George’s 
Channel ; the quantities of fish landed at this port have increased very 
much of late years ; in 1899 they amounted to over 14,000 tons, that being 
the largest quantity of fish landed at Milford in any one year. 

Fleetwood is also a fishing port of importance. In 1897, 12,600 tons of 
fish were landed there, whilst in 1898 no less than 16,700 tons were landed. 
But during the past year the amount landed has decreased to 7,392 tons, this 
marked decrease being attributed to the withdrawal of a large fleet, of steam 
trawlers from that port. 

3219 , n 2 Another 
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Another statement to which it may be desirable to draw attention in detail 
is the quantity and value of fish landed in each month of the year, 
distinguishing the various kinds of fish, as well as the different coasts 
on which it was landed. It appears from the returns (see Part I., 
Table III., of Appendix), which have been prepared in the present form for 
a series of years, that there is comparative regularity from month to month 
in the take of prime fish, as well as in the take of the kinds so-called “ inter- 
mediate ” between prime fish and those classed as inferior ; but that, on the 
other hand, frequent and great variations occur in the take of the more 
migratory kinds, such as herrings, mackerel, pilchards, and sprats, the 
changes as regards these largely affecting the total for particular months. 
There are also similar variations in the oyster fisheries owing to the close 
season. The following are the general results : —

From the above statement it will be seen that the months of September 
October, and November were the most important in the year 1899 whilst 
m the preceding year, 1898, the most important months were April, 
October and November. The fourth quarter of the year was, in 189f>i 
“f important to the fishing industry, as was also the case in both 
1898 and 1897. In all three years the first quarter of the year was the 
least important as regards the value of the fish landed. 

Tables are given (see Part III. of Appendix) showing the number of fishing 
boats of each class, registered under Part IV. of the Merchant Shipping Ac?, 

of 
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of 1894, * on the Register on the 31st of December in each of the years 1894 
to 1898 ; also the number of boats, the certificates of which were endorsed, 
known to have been employed in fishing, as well as the approximate number 
of men and boys constantly employed in fishing, together with the number 
occasionally so employed in each division of the United Kingdom, viz., in 
England and Wales, Scotland and Ireland, as well as the whole of the 
United Kingdom, including the Isle of Man and the Channel Islands. These 
returns represent all classes of fishing boats in Scotland and Ireland, but do 
not include the smaller boats in other parts of the British Islands. It should, 
however, be noted that, although the number of boats with their crews is 
stated separately for each division of the United Kingdom, according to the 
registration of the boats, many of the first and second class boats do not 
confine their operations to the divisions to which they belong, and conse- 
quently a portion of their catch of fish may frequently be credited to one of 
the other divisions of the United Kingdom. 

To complete the general view of the sea fisheries of- the United Kingdom, 
the following particulars as to Imports and Exports, supplementary to those

Tables are also given (see Part IV. of Appendix, Tables XV. and XVI.) 
showing for a series of years from 1889 to 1899 inclusive, the total quantities 
and values of the fish imported into the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
proportion of such fish retained for home consumption, as well as the exports 
of fish from this country to Foreign Countries and British Possessions during 
the same period. From these statements it appears that the value of the 
fish imported into this country and retained for home consumption has 
amounted on an average to 2,812,000/., a year during the last three years, 
having increased from 2,112,000/. in 1889 whilst, on the other hand, the total 
value of British and Irish fish exported from this country, which for many 
years averaged about 1,700,000/. a year, has in the year 1899 risen to 
2,931,000/. Taking these figures in conjunction with the value of the produce 
of the sea fisheries of the United Kingdom during the period in question, it 
will be seen that the value of the fish consumed in this country has materially 
increased of late years, as shown by the following table : —

Part V of the present statement consists of a “Return of fish carried by 
each railway from the principal ports of the United Kingdom in each year 
from 1894 to 1899.” This return has now been made for many years past, 
and although owing to certain differences in its basis, which must 
not be overlooked, it cannot compare directly with the returns of fish 
landed, yet it serves in some measure as a check upon the returns at each 

individual 
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individual port. The chief differences in the basis of the two returns are as 
follows : — The return of fish landed includes fish landed for local consump- 
tion, whereas such fish is of course excluded from the return in Part V. of 
fish carried away by rail. On the other hand, the return in Part Y. of fish 
carried by rail includes the tare (boxes, packages and ice) which is not 
included in the statement of the quantities of fish landed. The return of fish 
carried by rail is therefore the gross weight, added to which shell-fish carried, 
such as oysters, crabs, lobsters, &c., is included in the return by weight 
instead of being returned separately by number, as in the landing" account. 
The two returns therefore must be taken rather as affording a check on each 
other than for purposes of direct comparison. 


Foreign and Colonial Sea Fisheries. 

The “ Statistical Abstract for Foreign Countries ” contains tables relating 
to the sea fisheries of France, Norway, and Holland. Those appearing in the 
forthcoming number of that Abstract are appended to the Statistical Tables 
accompanying the present Memorandum. (See Part VI. of Appendix.) 
Tables relating to Canadian fisheries, which are the most important among 
the Colonial fisheries, have also been added. 

Comparing the fishery statistics of those countries where total values are 
given with those of the United Kingdom as stated in the foregoing 
Memorandum, we have the following results, which, it should be remarked, 
are proportionally not very different from those given in the previous 
years : —

These figures show hardly any change from those given last year, so that 
the relative magnitude of the Sea Fisheries of the United Kingdom as com- 
pared with those of any other country which publishes complete annual 
returns remains, as stated in the last Memorandum prepared, very much as 
before.
